From 1934 to 1940, JOE FISCHETTI was associated 
with the Silver Slipper, a big dance hall on the outskirts 
of Chicago. This establishment was operated by RALPH CAPONE 
and LOUIE LIPSER (phonetic), a partner of the late AL CAPONE, 
Both LIPSER and RALPH CAPONE are now in Milwaukee. | 


In 1940, JOSEPH FISCHETTI and his brother, CHARLES, 


acquired a handbook at the Black Hawk Hotel, Chicago. At 
about the same time, they acquired the Brown Derby Night Club 
on Wabash Avenue in Chicago, which they kept only about six

They sold the Brown Derby to one SAM RUMINELLI{. . F 
who went into the venture with very little money and had 
difficulty paying for it. 


The informant reeatis, that one night JOSEPH FIS- 


RUMINELLI 
BUrchaseda the Copacabana Night > In Chicago. Shortly 
after he acquired this property, he was killed in gangland 
style. At the time of his death, RUMINELLI had had the 
Brown Derby for about six or seven years. 


The informant stated that RUMINELLI was a sharp 
character who was generally disliked, The informant does 
not know why RUMINELLI was killed.
